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1 . The 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, new matter rejection of claim 50 is rescinded 
since page 6, lines 17-20 of the specification describes less resistance to chlorine 
bleaching agents when 2,2-dimethylolpropionic acid is used instead of the claimed 
2,2-dimethylolbutanoic acid. 

2. The comparision between Example 1 (page 27, Table 3) utilizing the same 
amounts of polytetramethylene glycol, isophorone diisocyanate, diethylaminoethanol, 
piperazine hexahydrate, hydrazine monohydrate and n-butylamine (the acronyms 
identified on page 19 in Table 1) as in Comparative Example 1 (page 28, Table 4) 
except for the use of the claimed 2,2-dimethylolbutanoic acid as opposed to the 
2,2-dimethylolpropionic acid employed in the closest prior art polyurethane of Japanese 
Patent No. 62-1 12504 is valid. However, the evaluations reported for Example 1 
(page 30, Table 6) and Comparative Example 1 (page 32, Table 8) are based on ratings 
dependent upon the opinion of the observer and cannot be scientifically corroborated in 
the absence of objective evidence of the source of the evaluation such as 
microphotographs. 

3. For example, the difference between the rating of 5 ("No disarray of the nap") as 
disclosed on page 18 of the specification) and 4 ("Slight disarray of the nap") with 
respect to the Resistance to fiber dropout in washing and after durability test after 2 and 
4 weeks is contingent upon the opinions of the particular evaluator. Is a negligible 
disarray of the nap deemed to be "no disarray" or "slight disarray?" 
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The criteria for differentiating between "Almost no whitening" and "Slight whitening" 

regarding the resistance to crease whitening cannot be ascertained. 

Such judgments cannot be scientifically confirmed in the absence of more objective 

evidence such as microphotographs of Example 1 and Comparative Example 1. 

4. Comparative Example 4 representative of Example 1 of Japanese Patent 

No. 62-112504 is not a valid comparison with Example 1 due to the use of diverse types 

and amounts of components as explained in the Final rejection mailed March 30, 2006 

on page 4, paragraph 3.
